J with it. Thus in 18 years a serious' 
potash deficiency for corn had de- 
j veloped where no manure had been j 
used, but where 8 tons had been ap- 
I plied once each 3 years, potash had 
; practically no effect on corn. 

Eight tons of manure per acre can j 
[ be saved from feeding the corn and 
hay produced and using the straw 
for bedding. 

The large use of phosphate and 
lime that is being made in this state 
will hasten the depletion of potash 
if themanure and crop residues are 
not saved and returned. If the land 
is not kept covered thru the winter 
by some green crop, leaching will 
not only cause the loss of nitrogen 
but also heavy losses of potash. 

Alfalfa depletes the soil of potash 
more rapidly than any other crop, 
because it has a high content of pot¬ 
ash and because it is cut three to 
four times a year, usually as long as 
it will last.

MORE EGGS 

Late-maturing pullets seldom make 
good layers. 'Records in trapnesting 
at the Kentucky Agricultural Ex¬ 
periment Station show that Leghorn 
pullets which begin to lay at 5 to 6 
months of age and Plymouth Rocks 
or other general-purpose breeds 
which begin at 6 or 7 months usually 
lay the largest number of eggs dur¬ 
ing the year. 

Pullets which begin to lay very 
early, under 5 months, for instance, 
seldom attain sufficient size and 
consequently produce small eggs. 
Pullets which do not begin to lay 
by the time they are 8 months old 
seldom mature before mid-winter and 
may not lay until spring.

SAVE EVERGREENS 

A long, deep drink of water this 
fall may save evergreens from being 
winter-killed. Contrary to popular 
opinion, evergreens that turn brown 
in winter are probably doing so be¬ 
cause of water shortage rather than 
cold. 

When the sun shines in winter, 
evergreen needles or leaves need 
moisture to supply that lost by evap¬ 
oration. Unless the tree has enough 
moisture, the leaves may dry and 
die. When the ground is frozen, the 
roots in the frozen area are unable 
to draw moisture from the soil. 
Those in the lower levels, how- 
frozen zone, can take up water, how¬ 
ever; and that is the reason why ever¬ 
greens, especially the broad-leaved 
varieties like laurel and rhododenron, 
need to be generously watered during 
the fall months.
